was very trying at an altitude of about 
12,000 
feet. 
Our 
aneroid 
registered 
13,100 feet, but it must havo been mis- 
taken, 
the summit, 13,650. feet, was 
in front of us, and It looked

was about 1,500 feet higher. 
We pitched tent and had supper and 
prepared to rest for tho night Several 
of the party were affected with moun- 
tain sickness. 
At 7 p. m. the tempera- 
ture was 
fifty-on- e.

withstanding tho Intense cold most of 
us preferred to Bit outsldo wrapped up 
in our blankets gazing on the grand- 
est of sights only a few miles away.

In the direc- 
tion of Hllo should reach that city and 
engulf It or cause Its destruction 
by 
fire, 
would 
the 
Insurance companies 
liae to pay the policies on the burned

buildings? 
To a layman this 
would 
seem an easy question to answer, but 
of several Insurance men to whom 
It 
was put none caied to answer it 
d. 
Some said 
It would be tlmo to 
think about It when a

place, 
while 
others preferred

looked the matter up.

one of the lending 
Insurance

last evening, "my, conclusion is 
that 
there is no doubt of the liability of the 
companies for any losses 
which 
may 
occur from the cntibes mentioned. Mind 
you, this Is only my personal opinion, 
but I base it on the follow lug reasons: 
"Have you ever read your Insurance 
policies through. 
1 thought not. 
Vory 
few people do. 
You will find that such 
nn event as n lava overflow is not 
pio-ide- d 
against iif any policy 
I have ever 
seen. 
In fad, It Is ho uncommon 
an 
occurrence that Insurance men 
have 
never thought of providing against it 
In the geneial run of policies 
there Is 
only one clause which 
oven remotely 
suggests the liabilities arising out of 
volcanic 
eruptions, and 
that 
is 
one 
which piovldes that the company shall 
not be liable for loss caused 
directly 
or Indirectly by explosions of any kind, 
earthquake 
or lightning, unless 
lire 
ensues, and in that case for the d im- 
age 
by fire only. 
We Insure against 
damage from 
lightning 
occasionally, 
but only by specific agreement. 
"Now," proceeded 
the agent, "thcic 
Is really nothing In that section that 
covers 
the ease. 
Many 
people 
would 
isay offhand 
that the companies would 
not be liable because a volcanic 
erup- 
tion is nn act of God, ns the insurance 
term' is, but you will 
And 
on reading 
your policies that an net of God Is not 
mentioned or 
provided 
against. 
All 
bills of lading provide 
against 
loss 
from storms, hurricanes, typhoons and 
acts of God, but our marine 
pollcloj 
Insut e against loss on the very 
excsji-tlon- s 
made 
by the 
bills 
of 
lading. 
Whether a volcanic 
eruption and 
lava overflow Is an net of Clod 
or a freak of nature tuts no Ice with 
insurance 
companies. 
Wo 
Insure 
against 
flie and 
when 
the 
Instil H 
propcity 
Is destioyed by flro we have 
to pay the policy. 
Now In the case of 
a lava oveillow 
leaching Hllo, the 
In- 
tense heat 
which 
would 
precede 
It 
would ignite the buildings and 
they 
would bo destrojed 
by flio befoie the 
lava reached 
them. 
If the flow bIioiiU 
leach 
Hllo, 
that 
place 
would 
be 
by tire 
before 
being 
hurled 
under lava, and In that case we should 
have to pay every dollar of insurance 
on the place. 
If there should 
happen 
In the future to be an eruption of vol- 
canic sand and uUios similar to those 
of past ages of which

and towns were buried 
instead of burned, as occurred at

tion of liability would be very
